WABniKoroN, March 5.—The follow- 


ing was today issued by the American 
Bimetalic League: 


The money question ia now indiapna- 


bly tho moat important 133116 in the 
United States, aud will remit in so until 
settled rightly. Other questions, how- 
ever important, muat wait for the sen- 
ate. The issue is between the gold 
etandard.gold hands and bank currency, 
on one aide, aud the metallic standard, 
no boniia and government currency, oa 
the other. 


First—On this issuo we declare onr- 


selvea to be unalterably opposed to the 
single gold aUmdard, and demand the 
immediate return to the constitutional 
standard of K°ld aud silver; of -the 
restoration by this Rovernment, inde- 
pendently of any foreign power, of the 
unrestricted coinage of both silver and 
gold into etsudard money at the ratio of 
16 to 1 and upon ternia of exact equality, 
the Bilver currency to he full legal ten- 
der equal with gold in payment of all 
debts and dues, public or private. 


Second—\Ve hold the power to control 


- and regulate a paper currency insepar- 
able from the power to coin money, and 
hence that all currency Intended to cir- 
culate as money should be issued and its 
volume controlled by the general govern- 
ment only and should be legal tender. 


Third—We are unalterably opposed to 


the ieeue by the United States of inter- 
est-bearing bonds in time of peace, and 
demand the payment of all coin obliga- 
tions of the United States as provided 
by esistinc laws in either gold or silver 
coin at the option of thegovernmentand 
not at the option of the creditor. Oa 
this issue wo appeal from the dictation 
ol the power to the intelligence and pa- 
triotism of tbo American public. 


Business Men Object to a Board 


Managing State Institutions. 


Loa ANGELKS, March 5.—At a special 


meeting of the board of directors of the 
board of trade and the Merchants' As- 
sociation held today resolutions were 
adopted condemning the Seymour sen- 
ate bill which contemplates tho creation 
of a board of directors to manage all the 
atate institutions with the power to 
make all contracts for supplies, etc,, 
and requesting Assemblyman Pcndle- 
ton, who introduced the bill in the as- 
sembly, to withdraw it. Telegrams were 
also sent to Assemblyman Bulla and 
Llewlya requesting them to USD every 
effort to defeat the passage of tbe bill. 
Senator Matttews waa also notified 'n- 
wire of the action taken. It ia claimed 
that the passing of the bill will entail a 
iosH of at leaat $300.000 annually to the 
merchants of this city, as it is intended 
togivetoSfin Francisco merchants all 
the contracts for the institutions of tbo 
entire state.

•which ia to bring together all who be- 


• lieve in the necessity of the 
proposed 


reform, for Una object and this alone. 
Those in favor of the-jiold 'Standard are 
and have been united in purpose aud 
action. Party linea do not divide them 
when this issue is raised. Differences 
•on other question B are then laid aside 
and together thev "in well beseeming 
ranka march all one way. 


Oil the uLbur hund those who are in 


favor oi a return to the constitutional 
standard of gold and silver are split into 
an many divisions as there are partiea. 
Silver Republicans from the west and 
south, to the delight of the leaders of 
the Republican party, insist on contend- 
ing for the cause only within the linea 
of the party, and southern and western 
Democrats, earnest silver men, equally 
to the delight of leadara of the Demo- 
cratic party, continue the contest on 
their part only within the linea of 
the Democratic party. In ot.her words, 
the advocateaof the bimetallic standard, 
through the unrestricted coinage of sil- 
ver as well as gold, now contend for 
their cause iu organizations which are 
controlled by the gold party. 


The power 13 still in your hands to 


right by ballot tbe wrong of 1S73 and to 
nave youraelvos and your children from 
the thraldom which the gold standard 
policy, if persisted iu, will eurely bring 
upon you and them. 


Wo pray you, therefore, not to let the 


settlement of this question go beyond 
the election of 1896, but subordinating 
mil questions for the time, being to this 
the supreme iasue, eettle thia now and 
settle it for ever. 


And we especially urge upon you the 


importance of immediate organization 
in townships and counties throughout 
the entire country for tbe purpose of 
•carrying on this ureat movement for the 
common good of ail.

A Brigand Yields Submission. 
MADRID, March 5.—Dispatchei re- 


ceived here from Cuba this evening say 
that Yagufiry, the chief of a powerful 
band of brigands which has been op- 
erating in the province of Matanzas, 
has yielded hia submission. This, it is 
added, puts an end to the uprising in 
that province, which was tbo most 
formidable in the whole island. 


In the chamber of deputies the min- 


ister of war, General Domnguea, de- 
nied the truth of tbe report that Gen- 
eral LeChambre had been kill-d. He 
also said there was no truth in the 
rumors of the insurgents' action in 
Cuba.

By a vote of 55 to 110, the bill appro- 


priating $275,000 to pay coyote scalp 
claims, which was refused passage yes- 
terday, was reconsidered and waa passed 
by a vote oi 52 to 14. 


Tho county government bill was 


amended EO as to prevent the supervis- 
ors from changing fish aod game laws, 
regulating the close season and also in 
many minor details; relating to sal- 
aries in various counties. Tbe'bill then 
went to third reading. 


Iu committee of the whole it was 


agreed to report favorably on the bill to 
create a commission to revise the laws 
of .the state; adversely on the bill pro- 
viding for repayment of the purchase 
price of salt-marsh lands; also on bill 
providing for state and county veterin- 
aries. 


Bills were passed for tbe organization 


and government of drainage districts; 
for the drainage of agricultural lands; 
also to prevent the sale of short-weight 
butter.

NEW YORK, March 5.—A special dia- 


patch from Porto Spain, Trinidad, to a 
morning paper, eays: 


This city has misaed almost total de- 


struction by firo. The loss will amount 
to nearly $4,000,000, the chief business 
section having beea the center of the 
conflagration. Nearly 20,000 people will 
have no homes. The facilities for light- 
ing fire are very crude and .the people 
are very indolent. The Maraval water 
works, which lie seven inilea distant, 
are ample for ordinary purposes, but 
not sufficient for a great emergency. 


Soon after the flames got headway in 


tho town Rear Admiral Meade signalled 
from the Newark to the Raleigh to land 
aa many men as could be spared, and 
simultaneously the flagship's boats went 
into the water. There was u lively riv- 
alry among the man from each aliip to 
reach tbe fire first, especially as the 
British cruiser Buzzard, having a near 
advantage, .ilso bestirred herself to land 
her partv. 


From the United States veasels more 


than 250 men were sent ashore, while 
the Buzzard landed about SO. Each 
boat's crew were supplied with tire 
buckets, axes and ropea, and (he plan of 
action waa quickly laid down aud car- 
ried out. Chains of bucket parties were 
formed and a steady stream of water 
was thus conveyed to the lee side of tbe 
fire to present its spread as much aa 
possible. To extinguish the buildings 
already burned or in close proximity to 
the flames was imposaible and all efforts 
were concentrated in tearing down the 
buildings around tbe main conflagration 
and wetting down everything upon 
which sparks and burning fragments 
might fall. 


Organized men fighting the flames at 


last had a good effect and the advance of 
the fire was checked. 


Everything ia in confusion and it will 


tafceda;s to determine whether there 
WHS any loss of life among the citizens. 
Tlie city ia overwhelmed and it will be 
many years before it recovers. 


Exodus of Congressmen. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.~The exodus 


of members and ex-members of congress 
from Washington, which began immedi- 
ately after adjournment, waa kept up to- 
day. 
Kit-Speaker Criap, who 
was 


among those who cirae to the capitol, 
said he expected to remain in the city 
until Friday when he will leare for 
home for a season of rest and recreation. 
A majority of senators will probably re- 
main in Washington for a week or ten 
daya, but several left immediately f.ir 
their honiea. Tbe senators have busi- 
ness to close up which will require some 
time, while not a few from the north 
who are comfortably situated in Wash- 
imrton will remain here during the 
spring. 


SAN FRAN-CISCO, March 5.—Tho board 


of directors of the valley road met in 
Claua Spreckals* office today and took 
up the matter of election of a secretary, 
and alao discussed the question of filling 
the office of engineer. After some con- 
sultation Alexander Mackie was elected 
to the former oilice, but tbe office of en- 
gineer haa not yet been filled. Mr. 
Mackie is well and favorably known 
among railroad men and for a number 
of yeara has been in the employ of the 
Atlantic & Pacific road in this city. 


Colonel Lvman 
Bridges, the civil 


engineer, waa called before the directors 
•i the course of the afternoon. 


When Colonel Bridges waa asked what 


tie considered the best route from this 
city to Bakersneld he replied that there 
were twenty surveys from which a 
choice might be made. He first took up 
those by way of tbe peninsula. He 
pointed out tbat there was an excellent 
line by way of Baden, San Mnteo. Menlo 
Park, North San Jose, Old Gilroy Han 
Felipe and the Pacheco 1'asi into Mer- 
ced county and thence to any part of the 
Han Joaquin valley; or the road might 
he run south of Pucheco Pass via Hoi- 
lister aud into tbe erreat central valley. 


Other routes contemplated ferriage to 


Oakland. One would run from that citv 
to Fruitvale, Elmtmrat, San Leandro by 
the Castro valley, near Haywards and 
Livermore pass to Corral hollow (whero 
large deposits of coal have been devel- 
oped), to Hill's Ferry on the San Joa- 
quin, where branches could be run to 
Merced, Fresno, Visalio orHanford; or 
the line might he run from Corral hol- 
low, in tho west side of the San Joaquin 
valley, to Stockton'. This would be 
shorter than the Southern Pacific lino 
via Port Costa, Tracy and Lathron. Co- 
lonel Bridges also flaid that the road 
could be run by Walnut creek if deemed 
desirable, by San Pablo, back of Pinole 
to a point near Martinez and thenceinto 
the Sau- Joaquin valley. All of these 
routes were feasible. He explained them 
on the maps, and gave the comparative

So-called Newspaper Laws Which 


Do Not Exist.

Peking, tia San Francisco, March 2.— 
Wei-Uai-Wei will be remembered in 
this story of war aa tho first place at 
which the easy progress of the Japanese 
was interrupted by a terious and pro- 
longed resistance on the part of their 
enemy. The town itself, from which the 
naval station derives its name, together 
with its formidable aud elaborate chain 
of land defenses, was captured with the 
usual facility, and wherever the Chinese 
were free to escape they disappeared be- 
fore anything like severe fighting wsa 
attempted on either Bide. But those 
who found themselveasurrounded at tha 
beginning of the affair seemed animated 
by a spirit of defiance wholly out of 
keeping with tbd previous attitude and 
actions of their countrymen.

:EW YORK, March 1.—Two buildings

ie of demolisbion, collapsed in tli 


city today and killed four men ai 
iliilly injured or maimed or bruise 
nineteen others. The u'rst accident oc- 
:ured about 9.30 a.m. This bouse, at j 
tlio corner nf Forty-third street and 
Tenth avenue, which was bein$ torn 
lown by some forty laborers, fell with a 
crash, carrying several workmen to the 
basement, three floors below, and they 
were most completely covered by tons of 
brick, drv mortar aud iron beam". 


It was "eight stories high. Men were 


tearing down the old structure under 
the direction oi Contractors Hoke & 
Kecgan. The work had gone on suc- 
cessfully until thia moraine, when the 
men bad *jgne aa far aa the rear third 
floor. There were about eighteen men 
on this Hoor at the hour mentioned, 
when snd-ienly there was a rumbling 
noine aud the building rocked as if 
shaken by au earthquake. In a moment 
tbe floor "gave away aud fell with 
human freight to the basement, carry- 
ing the other employes with it. As- 
sisted by some laborers who had ~~ 
caped and many willing citizens.

"Admitting, for the purpose of this 


.ase, that the allegation of cruelty is suf- 
ficiently proved, then doea this testimony 
show a condonation, ami if it doea the 
divorce must be denied." 


The following requirements are neces- 


sary to condonation: 


1. A knowledge ou the part of the 


condouer of the frets constituting the 
cause of divorce. 


2. Reconciliation and remission of 


the offense by tbe injured party. 


3. Restoration of the offending party 


to all mdrital rights. 


"An examination of the testimony 


shows that-each and every one of these 
requirements was fully satisfied. Let 
us see: The alleged acts of cruelty were 
against her person and that she had 
knowledge °f *' 'a shown by her own 
evidence. That there was a reconcilia- 
tion and remission of the offense by her 
is likewise ahown by her own testimony.

this legislature^ and have been, exempli- 
fied on tbe consideration of the so-callcc1 
Suyuiour-Pendletou bill. \Ve have seen 
in the corridors of the capitoi either the 
trustees of the various institutions af- 
fected by these bills, or their represent- 
atives, Ubiun every influence within their 
power for the purpose of defeating tin 
measure. 
We have seen local boards o 


trade and local merchants nofc only ap. 
pealing to the meuiberd from their iu- 
apectivo. localities for the defeat of these 
measures, but even demanding that tht 
measures be withdrawn. 


\Vheu local communities or tbe busi- 


ness men of leading towns publish to tht 
legislature and to the world that they 
(i em und their'representatives in the leg- 
islature shall abandon meaeures of this 
nature because of their threatened loss 
of business, it is a virtual admission that 
the IOFS to the localities would bft a sav- 
ing to the taxpayers of tbe state. While 
these boardd of trade aud ot'uer 
bodies are making such strenuous efforts 
before the legislature, I fail to find one 
reason why we should not work iu tbe 
interest of economy. 


The board of examiners of this statot 
of whirh the attorney general aurl pecre 
tary of atsite. both upright Republicans 
arc memherp, will bear out the executive 
in the statement that the extra'.-aiiaiice 
of these institutions and the burdens

the commission packers make no at- 
tempt to do business with the whole- 
sale grocery trade direct, but consign 
all thoir pick to brokers who make 
them advances on the same. 
"We recommend that tne system ot

growers organize for the purpose of 
marketing all the raisins in tins valley 
trough one channel. That all money 
required to run the business, and make 
the necessary advances to the grower, 
bo obtained from local banks and not 
from eastern brokers as heretofore.

for the last few days he has been assist- 
ing in rounding up a gang ot suspected 
cattlo thieves. As a result twelve Mexi- 
cans are now in jail at Hollister in San 
Benito county. It ia supposed a few 
more arrests will be made during the 
next two or three days. The entire gang 
was not corraled. The leader had got 
wind that the oliicera were after him, 
and he made his escape. But it is ex- 
pected thai he will be behind tbe bara 
in a few days. 


Kapelje had a hard trip of it and i 


probably brought up many memories o 
the Soutan and Evaua chase. He re 
turceu to tresno yesteruay an tne way 
from Uantna on horseback, except tha 
his horse cave out and for the last i 
miles he had to foot moat of it. 


It is believed that the gang baa car 


ried on systematic cattle stealing for 
year or mote. Among the Block own 
ars who have Buffered irom their depre 
dations are tho ABhurst Brothers. They 
estimate that they have lost about 100 
head of cattle during tlie past year. 


About a week ago John Ashui-?t came 


over to Fresno to investigate. He sus- 
pected that some of the cattle had been 
brought over here. 
Deputy Sheriff 


Kapelje was put iu charee oi the mat- 
ter and he set about to tind whero the 
cattle were sold. 
Daily visits were 


made to all the slaughter houses around 
Fresno. After two or three days four of 
Ashurst's cattle were found at hojjfrs & 
Pond's slaughter house. This firm bad 
bought eight head and four of them had 
already been killed, their hides being 
hung up to dry. As soon as Uogers ci 
Pond found out that the cattle had been 
stolen, they gave the officer oil the in- 
formation in their nesses-ion. A Mexi- 
can bad sold them the cattle and they 
had paid a fair price for them. They 
BtUl hold the four head of cattle wlucli 
were not killed, awaiting the outcome ol 


Kapelje became satisfied that the par- 


ties whom Ashurst had suspected were 
the right ones. lie notified Ashurst, and 
warrants were secured for the arrest ot 
the Mexicans. Last Thursday morning 
Kapelje took the train for Mendota, 
where he secured a team to take him to 
the Cantua country. Here he met Asn- 
nrst and a constable and his deputy from 
Bis Panoche. Late Thursday afternoon 
they started up Cantua creek, on which 
alltherospected men reside. They fo|. 
lowed up thecanyonuntil about 1 o clock 
in the morning, taking along each man 
whom they wanted. Several of them 
strenuouslv objected to being arrested, 
bnt it was of no avail. 
Thev were taken over to the Hollister 


jail bv" Ashurst and the constable, while 
Rapcije aud the deputy constable turned 
haS and made a search for a couple ol 
men who had slipped away. They were 
not successful in catching them 
lhe 


two were located in a house and when 
the officers Tent up to the front door the 
men they wanted slipped out by a back- 
door and escaped in the 
darkness. 


While in search for these two men, 
Kapelje and his companion became lost 
in the mountains. It was night. They 
had to cainp and wait till daylight. 


It is supposed that, this gaug has been 


earn in" on operations for a consider- 
able time. It was known that cattle 
stealing was fcoins on, but the guilty 
oarties could never be located ami 
caught. It is thought these Mexicans 
have been doing it and have driven the 
cattle into this valley where they were 
sold. Different towns in the valley have 
been their markets, and among them 
tbe chief one was Fresno.

Allen visited the leading grocers in han 
Francisco and found they were selling 
their prunes for from IS to 2o cents a 
pound. They pay the farmers of the 
San Joaquin valley, who raise the fruit, 
but 5 or 0 cents fur the same article. In 
tho journey from Fresno to San Fran- 
cisco these prunes undergo a wonderful 
transformation and are put on the mar- 
ket in the stores as French imported 
prunes of high grade.

Profc=sor Allen claims that it 13 im- 


possible to get a dealer in San Francisco 
to sell California prunes, as such. 1 hey 
all masquerade 
them as imported

Christian church of this city, was intro- 
duced to the board by Sayre and pro- 
ceeded to address the supervisors on 
what be considered to be c. most unjun 
action on their part He claimed that 
the board had taken an unfair advant- 
age of him in passing the resolution re- 
l^rred to without notifying him. 


Chairman Wickereham thought that 


.IE the matter involved the county phy- 
Eician and hospital steward alao, these 
gentlemen should have the opportunity 
of beinc present. 


Mr. Martin thought that this was not 


fair dealing as 110 each consideration 
bad been shown to him. Riyre sug- 
gested that the board hear what the 
reverend gentleman bad to say. Per- 
sonally hti did not wish to Eee any in- 
justice done. 


On this Mr. Martin took for hie text 


the report in yesterday morning's RE- 
PDBLICAS- and proceeded to apply him- 
self to Chairman Wickerahara's re- 
marks, as reported in the paper.

A Correspondent Makes an Appeal 


to His Neighbors. 


EDITOS REPOBLfCAH: — The time bas 


arrived for the raisin growera to decide 
bow they will dispose of their cr.>pthis 
season. I seo an attempt is beinj; made 
Lo organize the raisin growers into co- 
operative companies, and through them 
into a central controlling company for 
the purpose of marketing raisins. That 
is what we want. The prosperity of the 
banks and of the moneyed men iu this 
part of California depends on the pros- 
perity of the viney^rdist to a great de- 
gree; eo we may depend on them for 
help. To receive this help we must be 
organized,"but not as we were last year. 
An old adage reads: 
"If you want 


anything d^ne, do it yourself." Last 
year we tried to compel the commiseiou 
packers, after placing ourselves in their 
power, to do something we ought to 
have done ourselves. 


Some I say, bold yonr raisins for cash. 


That is ju§t what we want to do, but 
not in the sweat bos. Do gnun men 
eel! their grain in the stack? Would it 
pay them to do so? If it woa'J, they 
surely ought to do it. No; tiiey pre- 
pare their product for market arid tben 
sell for cash or its equivalent. Now our 
raisins are not ready for market until 
they are packed. The grower has to 
pay for the packing, even when he sell a 
m the sweat box. At least tbe packing 
is taken out of his price. At the pres- 
ent price of packing the co-operating 
growers cotild soon own their own pack- 
ing houses and machinery after paying 
the actual outlay for labor. Commis- 
sion packtra poke fun at country layers. 
Country layers and commi?sion pacfeera 
are hurting us._ The Spanish country 
layer brings a higher price in tbe mar- 
ket than our contract layers. A few 
growers,! trust very few, are again tak- 
ing advantage of the commission packer; 
something like the cotton grower of tho 
south do of the storekeepers. 


I eay, don't. In common with others 


I have tried that plan. I soon found out 
that a reliable commiFHion merchant 
selling goods in his home market was 
different from a commits ion packer, 
quite as reliable, selling goods in mar- 
kets thousands of milea away through 
brokera and eastern connections. Don't 
take their advances. Since the rominis- 
eiou packer commenced doing business 
tbe price pi raising has steadily dropped. 
Don't do it. It is simply absurd to pay 
5 per cnnt commission, 2^ per cent bro- 
kerage and 1 per cent discount—in all 
8J4 per cent—to give raisins away at 1 or 
1/2 cents a pound.

They learn 
who are your innocents in the business 
and whoiieei1. money badly." 


The growers on the v«rgeof bank- 


ruptcy have become reckless and are 
ready to do anything pressed upon 
them. These agents are 
backed by 


enough of unscrupulous brokers to eaa- 
blo them to secure several carloads of 
raisins at low figures for cash and fair 
promises. 
The unscrupulous broker 


uses these raisins to break the market. 
He will often sell even below cost until 
the market becomes demoralized. Ke- 
spectable 
commission 
brokera 
will 


cease to buy except to till pressing 
orders during the holiday trade. Pack- 
ers competing with each other glut the 
market "and make ruinous prices for the 
urower. While the honorable commis- 
sion broker will not buy, the manipu- 
lating broker secures a large supply of 
raisins at very low prices, on which he 
makes a grant dual of moue>. So much 
on the tricKS of trade for which silly 
grower? and competing packers are to 
blame. 


Again, we err in placing our crop EO 


extensively in the bands of the pack- 
era, from whom we borrow money. 
These packers cannot control the market 
unless they can secure the whole crop, 
or at leas't a controlling portion, say 
three-fourths, of the whole. There are 
also heavy outlays for packing, freight 
and other expenses. 


Seeing the market disorganized they 


are forced to sell to save themselves; 
so they compete with each other, sacri- 
ficing the grower's interests. 


Now is it not humiliating to have such 


criticisms on our common sense, our 
sanity? But it is just what we know, 
and the kind of answers wo expected to 
receive from honest men. If there were 
any purchasers in the Reid I wonlii have 
sold out and forever have closed my 
mouth on tbe San Joaquin raisin busi- 
ness rather tnan make any sucb appeal 
to old eastern friends for so simple in- 
formation. 


Is it not sad to see EO many poor fami- 


.ieg suffer when enough growers could 
'ome together and elect directord compe- 
:ent to save them? No doubt but a con- 
vention of growers will be called to- 
gether in due time. Prepare for it by 
organizing in every small district, and 
see that you send as delegates your best, 
most sensible men, not to fight over the 
past, but to organize and elect a board of 
growers, not packers, as our directors- 
lieu who have a mutual interest as grow- 
;rs. These would have but one interest 
to serve, and could have no inducement 
!0 cut prices. These directors could be 
well paid by a fraction of what we now 
E 


ay. 
They would arrange with the 


anka for all money needed; sell all rai- 


sins together if best, and divide toevery 
grower hid proportion as fast as the sales 
f. o. b. are made. .

The Chinese are liberal patronizere o 
the telephone, and prefer it to the tele- 
graph. Tlie branch otfice will be in 
charge of T. I*. Jackson, whose name 
sounds quite American, but who is a 
Chinaman, claim inn to be a citizen ol 
England where he resided many years, 
lie speaks English fluently. 


Aoide from these improvements, there 


is a radical change contemplated in the 
entire system of Fresno, and it ia ex- 
pected that service will be extended on 
all sides. By this new system it is in- 
tended to cheauen the service to most 
users, although it may be a little dearer 
for those who use the telephone most. 
The average reduction will be about 20 
per cent. 


Tho metalic circuit will boused. There 


will be two wires instead of one. All in- 
struments will be for long distance. Bell 
cranka will be taken off the instruments. 
When a person wants to send a message 
he takes down thii par piece and then 
notifies the central oflice, and he mages 
his wants known. The person he wants 
i§ called from the central office by a ring 
of the hell, the flame as at present. This 
is tbe same system now in use in San 
Francisco. 


A new key board will be put in. Over 


the keys will be two rows of very 'small 
incandescent lamps, half caudle powei 
each, two lamps for each key. One will 
be red, one white. While the telephone 
connected with any particularly is not 
in use, the red lamp burns. When the 
ear piece IB taken down from the hook 
the white lamp flashes. That notifies 
the operator in the central office thai 
something is wanted. These lamps take 
the place of the belle now used to call 
the central office. 


The company has other improvements 


ia view, and they will probably be cai 
ned out Boon. The advantages of the 
system about to be intioduced are great, 
and each week sees some new invention, 
so the improvements are liablo to go 
eteadily forward.
